Show at Chicago 

Saskatchewan will not send an offi- 
celal exhibit of livestock to the Chi- 
cago International this year, accord- 
ing to a decision arrived at by the 
Provincial Livestock Board at a recent 
meeting. F. H. Auld, Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture for the province 
and President of the Livestock Board, 
in announcing this decision’ stated 
that the board will make arrange- 
iments for sending an exhibit in 1923 
aud hopes to have an exceptionally 
strong exhibition next year. 

“It is considered that after the suc- 
cess of the exhibits which were sent 
during the past two years, and in view 
of the need for economy,” said Mr. 
Auld, “exhibitors could very well 
take a holiday this year and make ar- 
rangements for a good displuy next 
year. It is also understood that the 
management of the Canadian Royal at 
Toronto is offering assistance to live- 
stock exhibifors in showing their 
stock at Toronto the week before the 
Chicago International. It is probable 
therefore, that individual exhibitors 
and clubs may take advantage of this 
offer and in view of that possibility 
the Hon. ©. M. Hamilton, Minister of 
Agriculture, has announced that the 
Government will pay an honorarium 
of $300 for a Grand Championship, 
$100 for Reserve Championship oor 
Canadian Championship, and $50 fora 
First Prize with livestock which may 
be exhibited from Saskitchewan at 
the Canadian Royal at Toronto this 
year. ‘This offer is also open to any 
Saskatchewan exhibitors who show 
livestock or grain at the Chicago In- 
ternational, but not more than one 
honorarium will be paid the owner of 
ap aninial which wins at both Tor- 
onto and Chicago. 

The Field Corps Commission 1s tak- 
ing steps to collect a ereditable ex- 
hibit of grains from Saskatchewan and 
in view of the excellent harvest 
weather over a large part of Saskat- 
chewan it should not be difficult to 
obtain high grade exhibits.

What Is Honesty? 


Said to be Result of Education and 
Training 


The maxim that “honesty is the 
best policy” certainly did not orig- 
inate in the mind of an idealist, how- 
ever useful as q moral force it may 
be. But Archbishop Wheatly’s re- 
mark, that “honesty is the best pol- 
icy, but he who is honest for that rea- 
son is not an honest man,” seems un- 
justifiably harsh. Honesty is the re- 
sult of education and training rather 
than of instinct. The selt-protective 
instinct in the untrained human be- 
ing is usually stronger than .the in- 
stinct to tell the truth, and it is hard- 
ly fair to assume that only those ex- 
ceptional persons who from earliest 
childhood follow the instinct to tell 
the truth, no matter how much it 
hurts, are honest.: People acquire 
honesty as they grow oldey—partly 
from the strengthening through edu- 
cation of the understanding that not 
to be honest derogates from a man's 
dignity and self-respect. A tradition 
of honesty in families is one of the 
strong impelling forces for honesty. 
Whatever the motive that impels a 
man to be honest, whether it is policy 
or a desire to preserve self-respect or 
a desire to not to fall short of a fam- 
ily tradition, the fact of his honesty 
is all that is important. No man can 
be persistently honest without gaining 
in fineness of perception as well as in 
sirength of character.—From the 
Youth’s Companion.

Taking An Inventory Of 
Canada's Vacant Farm Lands 


Viv Dominion of Canada, as one of 
the world’s biggest land owners, is at 
present engaged in a general “stock 
taking” of the land still on hand in 
the prairie provinces, 


For the guidance of future settlers, 
what are known as “classification 
surveys” are being made over large 
and partially settled areas, under the 
auspices of the Topographical Surveys 
Pranch of the Department of the In- 
terior, and from the results already 
obtained the new.departure has been 
fully justified. 

Specimens of soils are being col- 
lected over the. area investigated and 
analysis made at a soil laboratory es- 
tablished for this purpose at the Unt 
versity of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon. 
Thus the prospective homesteader 
may not only be informed as to the 
quality of the best soil, but also the 
erops which will yield the best re- 
turns, 

The lands inspected under the new 
system are classified under one of the 
foNowing heads: 

(1) Lands not open for homestead 


entry, . - 
(2) Lands suitable for immediate 
settlement. 


(3) Lands considered fair for settle 
ment. 

(4) Lands which can be economical- 
ly improved. 

(5) Lands 
provements. 

(6) Hay meadows. 

(7) Grazing lands. 

(8) Lands of no agricultural value. 

Classes Nos. 2, 4 and 5 contain an 
acreage of good soil, which, after 
clearing and improvement, will be 
equal in yalue to the average improv- 
ed farm of the district. Class No, 2 
contains from 20 to 30 acres of land 
open or ready for breaking with lit- 
tle preparation, Class No. 4 is cov- 
ered with a Hght or medium growth 
of poplar and other timber of no com- 
mercial value, while Class No. 5 is 
heavily wooded with poplar and scat- 
tered spruce, birch, ete. Class No. 3 
when improved will not be equal to 
the average improved farm of the 
successful homesteaders of the dis- 
trict, owing to deficient acreage of cul- 
tivable land or to some deficiency in 
the soil. These quarters usually con- 


tain a considerable amount of open or 
nearly open land, and are frequently 


good enough for the special needs of 
certain classes of settlers. 

In newly settled districts home- 
steaders must devote practically all 
their limited clearings to the growth 
of grain crops. These are what are 
known as “cash”,crops. For fodder 
dependence must be placed on the na- 
tural hay in the vicinity. Quarter 
sections classed as hay lands, contain 
meadows producing natural hay which 
may be cut in normal years. When 
settlers in the vicinity have cleared a 
sufficient area to introduce a hay crop 
into their rotation, quarter sections 
now classed as hay lands may be put 
to other uses. 

Quarters which, owing to inferior 
soil or broken and hilly surface, are 
unsuitable for homesteads, but which 
produce sufficient grass for summer 
pasture for the stock of adjoining 
homesteaders are classed as grazing 
lands, 

Maps already published show the 
classification of lands by quarter sec- 
tions for settlement purposes for the 
area in the vicinity of Winnipegosis, 
Manitoba, the districts around Lac la 
Biche, and northeast of Prince Albert, 
Saskatchewan; the Pouce Coupe dis- 
trict in Peace River Block, L.C.; part 
of the Peace River district, and the 
St. Paul des Metis district Alberta.

Payment of War Debts 


Great Britain Has Been Very Gener. 
ous on More Than Offe Occasion 

| Cancellation of the war debts of 

| former allies is by no means an unpre- 

cedented act. Great Britain particu- 

larly has been generous in this regard 

on more than one occasion. 

After the Napoleonic wars England 
endeavored for seven years to obtain 
payment of £6,000,000 from Austria, 
and finally compromised on £ 2,600,- 
000, which represented eleven per 
cent. of principal and interest due. 

The indemnity imposed upon France 
after the Napoleonic wars was only 
£28,000,000. Yet the debt of victor- 
ious England in 1817 was £ 848,000,000 
and the national debt of France was 


only £140,000,000. Prussia had paid 
to Napoleon in levies more than twice 


the amount of the total indemnity and 
she therefore objected to the moder- 
ate terms imposed upon France.—Sas- 
katoon Star.

The cutting of wheat has 
been finished in Alberta and 
threshing is under way in a 


number of districts, but will 
not be general for about a week. 
Oats have been harvested ‘to 
the extent of about 50%. 
threshing is 
plete. 


Rye 
practically com- 
This crop has not yield- 
ed quite as heavy as wasantici- 
pated at the time of cutting. 
The weather since the last 
report was issued has been cool 
and showery with light frosts 
in some districts but not suffi- 
ciently. heavy to damage the 
grain. The rain has consider- 
ably delayed the ripening of 
oats but has materially helped 
geeen feed and pastutfes. In 
many parts of the centre and 


north where feed prospects 
were poora month ago, suffi- 
cient’ feed is now available. 


The fall pastures are in such 
condition that live 
erally will go 
in good shape.
